The reportednumber of discharged KVP personnel is far below the quota of 
dischargees reported from other KVP units * The intention probably was not 
to weaken to much this special unit® It is belived that some of the 
dischargees did not rejoin the KVP but were incorporated into the general 
police* No definite information is available from other KVP units that the 
morale of KVP personnel improved after the completion 'of the discharge 
operation*
